LIQUOR ABOARD SHIP.

"There is perhaps less drunkenness 


nioug tlio enlisted men of the United 
tates navy than among tho men for- 
v.ird of any of the world's big se,a fit 
uts, " said a naval ofticer of experience 
i the writer. 
"Drunkenness passed 


ith the old navy. Iu the days of tho 
Id TuKcarora or tho Tennessee, as tho 
iiilor.s put it, it \viis a common enough 
hint; to we ubuut threts-nuartorij of a 
iiip'.s cum puny returning from shore 
iboify in Huoh n Ntato that they had to 
o hoisted over tho side in bosun's 
hairs to f.a\o the trouble of carrying 


iu up the Kangway. But that sort of 


lung in no longer endured. Men who 
o ashore after having remained aboard 
lip for u considerable period are ex- 
ceted by the officer of the dock to re- 
urn just a trifle exhilarated, but they 
ever return quite incapable. 


"Men who exhibit tho ulighteht indi- 


atioiiK ol beiun addicted to drink aro 
urnod down flatly by tho examining j 
urnooiis when tliey present thonibolves 
or enlistment nowadays. The burneonw I 
11 me that they can tell from a man's 
yes whether he has ever huU'cred .scvere- 
y from excessive drinking, no matter 
ow lonn the man may havo abstained 
ruin drink before hcckin^ enlistment. 


"If men addicted to drink do happen 


o get by the examining surgeon und re- 
eal their weakness by (joiug on tears 
very timo they K'} tinhorn, tho navy 
ets rid of them by simply'beaching' 
hem—that ih, by putting them on tho 


ii'h with their bugs and hammocks 


vliercver their .ship may happen to bo 
n a home port. 
A man cannot be 


beached' for any cause in a foreign 
mntry. 
"There are, of course, any number of 


men in Iho navy, and rattling lino sail- 
irinon, too, who have a natural predi- 
eetion for drink, nnfl these men the 
flicors keep an eye on for their own 
ood. Sailors aro humid to try to smug- 
le liquor aboard ship. 
If they drink 


nn.sideralily on their shore liberties, 
hey know that when 
they return 


.board they urn in for 'big heads' when 
hey awaken in their hammocks the 
lext morning, and in living to safely 
n'ing a bit, of liquor elf to the ship they 
lavo in mind I hi- lulling of 'a hair of 
ho dog' to sort of ease them up when 
,hey turn to at 'all hands' tho next 
norning. 


"Sometimes they get tho liquor safe- 


y aboard, bill generally they do not. 
•/very enlii-ted mini on a United States 
uan-of-war, except the chief master at 
irms and the top sergeant of marines, is 
iearched at the g.uigway upon his re- 
mrn from .shore liberty by tho gangway 
corporal of the muriue guiud, tinder the 
uspcrtiou ot tho officer of the detk, for 
,ho purpose of ascertaining if ho has 
any liquor concealed about his clothes. 
Tho men have picked upwuno ingenious 
schemes for smuggling liquor in such a 
way that the enrpoial of the guard is 
'oolcd. 
For example, tho men on tho 


China station buy long eclskius from 
lie coolies, fill tho skins with about 
a quart of liquor and wind them around 
their nocks beneath the collars of their 
shirts. 


'It took tho officers on the China sta- 


;iou a long while to get on to this 
scheme. Then tho men who felt that 
ihey surely needed a drink tho next 
[norning after returning from liberty 
discovered tho plan of filling a rubber 
bag with liquor while ashore and of 
stowing tho bag next to their waist- 
bauds. The liquor smugglers, who ob- 
served that the searching corporal only 
passed his hands up and down on the 
JUtside of their clothes, then resorted 
to the plan of tying bottles of liquor 
with string on tho inner sido of their 
legs, beneath their trousers, but any 
searching corporal knows all about this 
one nowadays. 


"The cox'un of the steam cutter, who 


makes dozens of trips ashore a day 
when tho cutter ia'running boat,' has 
to be carefully watched, for ho is liable 
to be tampered with by tho mcu who 
want liquor pretty badly, and his op- 
portunities for getting liquor aboard 
aro many. Every once in awhile, upon 
the cutter's return to the ship, it ia 
searched by the oflieer of the deck, and 
the latter often finds liquor neatly 
stowed among the cutter coal, iu the 
cutter bilge« or even iu the boiler tanks. 
Wheu this happens, the cox'uu of the 
cutter is in trouble. He gets a big rake 
off from the men for his liquor smug- 
gling, which accounts for the chances 
he will take. ' 


"The ship's painter has to be watched 


too. He is a petty officer, aud he has 
charge of tho ship's alcohol, which is 
chiefly used for the making of shellac 
to paint tho lower decks. 


"Some of the sailors like a dose of 


alcohol mixed with coffee for 'toning' 
and sobering up purposes, and as the 
ship's painter is occasionally corruptible 
and carries the keys of the alcohol tank 
there is quite a little Drinking of this 
mixture on some of the ships where old 
timers predominate. The old flat feet 
have indeed been known to drink tho 
shellac after it has been prepared for 
the sake of tho alcohol iu it, and there 
ia an expression in the navy among the 
enlisted men, 'If you see a Jackie comb- 
ing bis mustache \v ith a marline spike, 
ycra know what he's been at,' that is 
very significant 
\ "Bntforall this, aa I say, there if 
'aii exceedingly small percentage of 
drinking men in onr navy in compari- 
ton with similar figures for other big 
navies. Tho occasional drinkers in onr 
|service, when they return from tho 
beach a bit under tho weather, aro 
[gierely put in thu, brig overnight am

When a ship is overdue, au opportu- 


nity is sometimes afforded for a gamble 
at Lloyds. It can be readily understood ' 
that underwriters who are iutcnsstud in 
the "overdues'.' are ouly too willing to 
get rid of tbe risk by paying a premium 
on the insured rate to those who aro 
willing, on their terms to relieve them 
of their responsibilities. The premium 
varies with the chances of the vessel 
turning up ; the smaller the chances the 
higher thu premium and vice verwv.

U accurate barometers of the probabili- 
ties or otherwise of the bhlp ever being 
beard of again.

known by the significant name of "doo- 
tora."
